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The Gaol Gate, Abingdon. £The Comity Gaol of 
Abingdon was built in 1811, at a cost of £20.000. Here 
are held the Quarter Sessions for the county, the summer 
Assizes, and a County Court. The Gaol Gate gives upon 
a picturesque old bridge which crosses the broad stream 
made by the confluence of the Ock and the Thames. 
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
